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Area Drivers Warned To Use

Drive with caution when 
you spot pulsating amber 
lights atop snow-plowing 
equipment on roads and 
highways. 

That’s the warning from 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), 
which reports that motorists 
ran into department 
snowplows 15 times last win- 
ter in the 21 counties where it 
maintains state highways. 
There were additional ac- 
cidents in the 62 counties 
where county road com- 
missions do the work under 
contract with the state. 

Snow-clearing trucks don’t 
move as fast as most traffic 
and often extend farther 
across driving lanes than 
other vehicles. 

Most collisions result from 
drivers striking snowplows 
in the rear end, indicating 
they were following too 
closely.

MEAP Scores Continue 
Upward Trend Overall 


At the last regular school board meeting, 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds presented 
resuits of the September 1986 Michigan 
Educational Assessment Program within 
the district. The Michigan Department of 
Education requires that all students at 
grades 4, 7, and 10 take the MEAP each fall. 
The tests in the area of reading and mathe- 
are designed to measure 
achievement on objectives determined by 
the state to be appropriate for those grade 
levels. 

The tests were never designed to allow 
comparison of districts or comparison be- 
tween school buildings, said Reynolds. The 
purpose of the tests is to allow district 
educators to analyze strengths and weak- 
nesses on an individual basis for each stu- 
dent and to design appropriate instruction to 
insure achievement of basic skills by all stu- 
dents. The state has: judged a student to 
have passed the test if 75% df the objectives 
are attained. 

Smaller school districts, such as Crawford 
AuSable, with a small population of students 
tend to have their scores vary more from 
year to year than do larger districts. The 
smaller a statistical base, the more vari- 
ance in results can be noticed, Reynolds 
pointed out. 

At the 10th grade level, a four-year trend 
of scores exceeding state averages was con- 
tinued with 83.1% of the students passing the 
test. A slightly below the state average num- 
ber of 10th grade students passed the math-

ematics portion of the test although the long 
term trend shows scores above state 
averages. 


At the 7th grade level, scores above state | 


averages were achieved in both reading and 
mathematics with 86.9% of the students 
passing the reading portion of the test. 

At the 4th grade level, slight drops in 
scores were observed in both reading and 
mathematics although the trend shews that 
scores have been steadily increasing since 
1982. 

Reynolds said it was unfortunate that the 
State promotes use of the test in making 
comparisons on a statewide basis as many 
variabies would prove such comparisons to 
be statistically inaccurate and without cred- 
ibility. While the trend over the past four 
years has been that the district compares 
favorably with other area districts, the dis- 
trict does not promote such comparisons as 
the test is intended and designed for in- 
dividual analysis only. 

For the first time, state assessment in sci- 
ence was also conducted at grades 4, 7 and 
10 and the results are plagued with con- 
troversy. Scoring errors have kept accurate 
results from being reported. Scores are 
quite low statewide as there is no agreement 
as to which objectives ought to be tested and 
the test was designed to measure a range of 
achievement rather than to measure basic 
skills as with reading and mathematics. The 
district is placing little stock in the science 
results. ;

ticle; I only repeat it from the original and 
unknown (to me) author. But it seems to 
me that in a relatively few lines, the story 
of ‘'One Solitary Life’’ helps us to add per- 
spective to our activities, especially as we 
enjoy the holiday season each year. 

What we each seek is happiness, each in 
his or her own form, and happiness comes 
in many guises. As long as I’m quoting, let 
me endorse the formula for happiness set 
down many years ago by Ralph Waldo 
Emerson: 

‘‘A happy life is to laugh often and to love 
much ... to win the respect of intelligent 
persons and the affection of children... to 
earn the approbation of honest critics and

In ~ last week’s 
‘“‘Almanack,’”’ Richard Milli- 
man (whom I usually agree 
with) says ‘‘'Government is 
not an exact science. It is run 
by humans, with human 
frailities. It often is a case of 
trial and error. It’s also often 
a case of spending now, and 
hoping somehow we can pay 
for it later.” 

I do agree that this is the 
way it is usualiy done — be- 
cause our political represen- 
tatives do not follow the 
mandates, or the intent of 
the Constitution. They have 
forgotten that taxation, i.e. 
spending, was one of the 
foremost reasons why the 
colonists revolted and forced 
King George III to grant in- 
dependence in 1783. The 
revolutionaries overthrew 
its government because they 
felt all government was 
fundamentally evil and 
destructive with its main 
purpose being encroach- 
ment. That is why the foun- 
ders decided to keep govern- 
ment small with the ultimate 
goal being NO government 
or to do away with it com- 
pletely. Thomas Jefferson 
put it very well, ‘‘A wise and 
frugal government, . which 
shall restrain men from in- 


juring one another, which 


shall leave them otherwise 
free to regulate their own 
pursuits of industry and im- 
provement, shall NOT take 


from the mouth of labor the 
bread it has earned. This is 
the sum of good govern- 
ment.” He knew all govern- 
ments are kleptomaniacs, 
they never get enough. 

We have allowed through 
apathy, a departure from 
these intents of the writers 
and founders of our Constitu- 
tion and Bill of Rights. Pri- 
marily, Liberalism began in 
1933 and has continued 
through 1986 until the 
Federal government now 
employs in excess of 
5,000,000 people with 2.6 
billion square feet of office 
space and spending over 2.5 
BILLION dollars a days, 365 
days a year.

Court Creates Confidential Group 
To Probe Bronson Matter 


Warren M. Hoyt, Exec. Dir., MPA 


A special working group involving offi- 
cials from the Judicial Tenure Com- 
mission and the Attorney Grievance Com- 
mission to confidentially receive informa- 
tion regarding the Court of Appeals has 
been created by Supreme Court Chief Jus- 
tice G. Mennen Williams. 

The group is the product of a directive 
three weeks ago by the court to review the 
bribery solicited by Court of Appeals 
Judge S. Jerome Bronson and procedures 
to protect judicial integrity. 

Williams said the group provides a 
specific forum for the public to report in- 
formation regarding actions by judges or 
attorneys, and provides better coordina- 
tion of the investigation than if the judicial 
and attorney groups handled independent 
investigations, 

Grievance Commission Chairman 
Michael Schwarz is scheduled to meet Fri- 
day with attorney James Canham. who 
was the middleman in the bribe. 

“With this working group in place, it is 
envisioned that a thorough investigation of 
the Bronson matter can be made. By 
assigning staff directly to the Judicial 
Tenure Commission and Attorney Grie- 
vance Commission, the confidentiality re- 
quirements of these two bodies at the in- 
vestigation stage can be maintained,” 
Williams said. 

The group will be assisted by attorneys 
from the attorney general’s office, an in- 
vestigator from the State Police, and an 
auditor from the Department of Treasury. 

Marilyn Hall, speaking for Williams, 
said auditors are sometimes brought into 


investigations in legal matters, and said 


there is some interest in looking at Bron- 


son’s financial records, 
She said the investigation is focussed on |

A highway is defined as 
“the entire width between 
the boundary lines of every 
way publicly maintained...” 
This includes the roadway or 
main travelled portion, the 
shoulder and the right-of- 
way. Now with this pro- 
hibition in place, 
allows some _ exceptions. 
First, a snowmobile may be 
operated on the right-of-way 
and with the flow of traffic. 
Second, & snowmobile may 
be operated on the roadway 
or shoulder when it is 
necessary to cross a bridge 
or culvert. (The snowmobile 
must be brought to a com- 
plete stop and yield to ap- 
proaching vehicles), Third, 
a snowmobile may be driven 
across a highway, at a right 
angle, when going from one 
side to the other (again, 
come to a complete stop and 
yield to traffic). Finally, a 
county may open the county 
road system to the operation 
of snowmobiles on 
“right-of-way or shoulder.” 

This is the misunderstood 
part. The term ‘‘county road 
system” does not include 
state trunk lines. Neither 
does ‘right-of-way or shoul- 
der” include the main 
traveled portion or roadway. 

Therefore, a county cannot 
permit the operation of a 
snowmobile on the right-of- 
way or shoulder of M-72, M- 


55, M-18 or any other state .

Find a comfortable spot to 


sit, kick off your shoes, put 
up your feet, and close your 
eyes while I take you on a 
short trip to the past through 
the eyes of Harold and 
Mildred Johnson. 

In the early 1900’s the 
area, now known as War- 
bler’s Hideaway, had been 
clear cut by the loggers. 
Kehel’s Ranch originally 
‘raised cattle and then sheep 
on this property. As time 
passed and. our forest 
renewed ‘itself, the ranch 
ceased to exist and a group 


of wealthy individuals 


formed the Northwoods 
Club. Harold moved to this 
area from Sandusky, 
Michigan, in 1930 and beard- 
ed with the Feldhausers, 
who were the caretakers of 
this exclusive club. The 
roads, at that time, were 
gravel and barely more than 
trail roads. Many of the 
members were driven here 
by their chauffeurs. It wasa 
long and exhausting trip up 
here from the “civilized” 
southern portion of the state. 


Harold worked for the 
State Forestry Department 
and was foreman at the 
C.C.C. camp, (Civilian Con- 
servation Corp.), stationed 
in this area. One of the. 
camps was on the site of our 
current dump box station off 
North Down River Road. If 
you pause while dumping 
your household refuse and 
look across from the boxes, 
you will see the cement 
floors remaining from the 
old camp. 

Harold, being an am- 
bitious young man, bought a 
piece of property and started 
building a home for his 
future. He met and courted 
Mildred Lewis in her 
hometown of Croswell, Mich. 
They were married in May 
of 1936, and Harold moved 
his young bride, on their 
honeymoon, to their new 
home near the North Bran- 
ch. 

Mildred tells me _ that 
theirs was the second cabin 
on the road when she moved 
here; now there are four- 


teen. Due to the extensive ~ 


clearcutting in this area in 
the early 1900’s, most of the 
property around them had 
only stumps and small trees. 
One of the reasons Harold 
chose his property was for 
the abundance of large trees 
remaining on it. Over forty 
years ago, when they added 
a new kitchen to their house, 
they had to cut down a tree 
that was 125 years old. Many 
trees remaining today on 
their property are at least 
165 years old. 

Mildred and Harold 
produced and raised three 
children, two girls and a boy.

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Plastic Cash Carries Risk

Credit cards have become 
a way of life for many in 
America. Unfortunately, so 
has credit card fraud. And 
it’s of growing concern to the 
nation’s bankers, who have 
issued more than 110 million 
plastic Visa and Master 
Cards. 

Bank cards are accepted 
by so many retailers, travel 
and rental agencies, and 
mail order companies that 
chances for fraud are enor- 
mous. The loss to fraud could 


‘ top $1 billion by 1987. 


Credit card fraud occurs 


‘when somebody illegally ob- 


tains your card number and 
expiration date and uses 
them to order by phone, mer- 
chandise or a cash advance, 
which is then sent to his/her 
address, not yours. 

If your card is lost or 
stolen and someone else uses 
it, there are ways to protect 
yourself. If you report the 
loss immediately, you owe 
nothing. Even if you fail to 
report the loss, the limit of 
your liability is $50 per card. 

What you may not realize 
is that criminals can steal 
from your account even 
though the cards remain 
safely in your possession. 


If you’ve wondered why . 


the new credit card receipts 
have the carbons attached to 
the customer copy, it’s 
because some people were 
taking the carbons that 
separate copies of the trans- 
action and using the infor- 
mation on them to make pur- 
chases illegally. 

Another scam involves the 
telephone. An _ enthusiastic 
caller will announce that you 
have won free merchandise. 
All you have to do to claim it 
is identify yourself with your 
credit card number. Need- 
less to say, you won’t receive 
any merchandise and you 
won't know until your next 
statement comes that you’ve 
been cheated. 

When you’re using your 
eard in a crowded retail 
store, it’s even possible that. 
the person behind you or 
next to you is memorizing 
your card number while 
you're signing your name. 

Card companies are fight- 
ing back by igcreasing their 
investigative staffs. Many 
catalog companies compare 
the address the caller gives 
with the address the credit 
card company has. If there’s 
a discrepancy, they may call 

the card owner to verify the 
purchase. 

Companies are also 
looking into ways to prevent 


duplication of cards by coun- 
terfeiters. They are expand- 
ing the number of electronic 
authorization terminals so 
that stores can verify pur- 
chases at the point of sale. 

Credit cards still offer 
many conveniences, but it’s 
important to treat them as 
carefully as you guard your 
cash.
